on) deals with the risk of war with the USSR in highly generalised teres, 
including reference to present IE policies. Bat it also carries a strong 
hint of unspecified IB offensive action (e*g., tlie Sad paragraph of page 
12 and the closing sentence of the draft), (Bee Tab 1)* t?e suggest that 
initially em ph asis be given to the US dstemination to reach its objectives 
in Korea by whatever naans are required, Including the Rilitasy moves 
already covered In pages 9-11 of the draft* instead of stressing the 
possibility that Coaounist China eight engage In aggress Ions elsewhere 
In Asia (which is not regarded as likely in US intelligence estimates), 
it would be better to ©aphasias that the probable intensification of fee 
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w la Korea la likely to lead to ItOX-seale war between the m/US and 
Qxssmi»t China. Tlacwsftiir, the responsibility of the t 'EM uud the 
riak of general war between the W am the C38R could be considered, along 
with a st&tsuwafe of what the American pesfle met do to exact this situation.

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America — so that the people of those areas not only can shrug off 
communist subversion but also can add energy and skill to the 
strength of freedom. That is why we are doing our best to send 
words of truth and hope to the people behind the Iron Curtain <—

to let them know we have not forgotten that they, too, want to be 
free* 

these and many more things we are doing to bring peace 
to a troubled world. They are practical, realistic steps that can 
move ahead, if we take them with courage and firmness. 

So I say to all of you tonight in your homes: the 
situation we face, in Korea and all around the world, is dangerous 
in the extreme. But it can be mat, and met successfully, if we 
all work together. We know what we want to accomplish, and we 
know hear to do it. 

The months and years ahead of us will not be easy. They 
won’t be easy for our fighting men in the front lines, in Europe, 
or in other parts of the world. They won’ t be easy times for those 
of us here at home, whether we work in a factory, on a farm, or in 
an office or store. 
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But always remember that what we are doing is right, 
wnH it is worth every sacrifice, because it concerns our liberty 
as free men, 

Bfwwwber that our forefathers faced greater odds, 
when they gained their freedom from an ancient tyrant, than 
we do in establishing freedom against the threat of a new tyranny, 

they won the freedom of our country by steady, unflinching 
hard word in the face of danger. We can do as well. We have the 

same clear purpose. We have the same abiding faith in ELffl who
